New Thrift Movement Begun 
By Students Guided By 
Teachers. .

The installation of a school sav- 
ings system in Narberth to en- 
courage thrift among the students 
was announced this week in a 
statement from the school office. 

On Tuesday "The Educational 
Thrift Service" installed a school 
savings system throughout the 
schools. The system has been 
very generally adopted through- 
out the country. Because of its 
simple but effective plan, requir- 
ing little work for the teacher, it 
has displaced many of the more 
cumbersome systems. 

The aim of the system is to in- 
culcate the saving habit. If 68 
per cent, of American families are 
insolvent as shown by statistics, 
there is evidently need of some 
medium to counteract the ten- 
dency. Large deposits are not so- 
licited, but a deposit from each 
child, no matter how small the 
amount, is the desired end. One 
penny starts an account. Wed- 
nesday is banking day. 

Pupils who already have sav- 
ings accounts may transfer their 
school bank accounts to the other 
at any time. 

The first banking day's deposits 
totaled $126.10. The Third Grade, 
Miss MacMorran, was the only 
section having 100 per cent, of the 
pupils as depositors. They hold 
the banner for the current week.

Recalls Interesting History 



How fickle is destiny ! Soon the 
merry ring of the cash register 
will. sound in a building erected 
to house a dashing volunteer fire 
company. 

No, Elm Hall is not to pass into 
the hands of a grocer, but Nar- 
berth's other fire house will. 

Within the next few weeks car- 
penters; and painters will be at 
work in the building at Nos. 246- 
48 Haverford avenue, transform- 
ing it into a store, which will be 
occupied by the A. & P. Tea Com- 
pany. 

Few residents of the borough, 
perhaps, realize that the structure 
just vacated by J. A. Miller and 
James R. Cole was once a fire 
house. Its graceful tower has 



often been regarded as merely an 
ornament, a relic of the architec- 
ture of the late Nineteenth Cen- 
tury. 

But once a large bell hung in 
the tower, and a handful of resi- 
dents pointed to the building as 
the home of the "opposition" fire 
company. 

We are told that in 1894 — when 
Narberth was still a part of Low- 
er Merion township — the authori- 
ties supported the Narberth Vol- 
unteer Fire Company, which 
afforded protection to the score or 
so of houses which were scattered 
over Narberth's square mile of 
open fields.

Narberth's new parking rules 
will go into effect as soon as 
action is taken on an application 
of the Montgomery Bus Company 
for change of schedule, in order 
to aid the borough to relieve its 
traffic congestion. At Monday's 
meeting it is expected that the 
Council will give its consent to 
one of the two proposed new 
changes ; the other changes had 
already been granted the old Nar- 
berth bus company before its 
merger, but it had not made use 
of the franchise. 

At present the busses run along 
Essex avenue to Haverford, along 
Haverford to Narberth, and along 
Narberth to Montgomery, within 
the borough limits. It is now pro- 
posed that the through line from 
Ardmore to Sixty-third street and 
Lancaster avenue shall run along 
Essex avenue to Haverford and 
along Haverford to Narberth as 
heretofore, but that it shall now 
extend along Haverford to Mont- 
gomery, instead of turning the 
sharp, congested corner and run- 
ning up Narberth avenue to Mont- 
gomery. This will cut off Nar- 
berth avenue. 

The short line to Cynwyd will 
run along Narberth avenue as be- 
fore, and along Haverford to For- 
rest, but it will cut off Haverford 
avenue between Forrest and Essex, 
and run instead along Forrest to 
Windsor, along Windsor to Essex, 
and then up Essex to Montgom- 
ery. This will eliminate three 
busses an hour on congested Hav- 
erford avenue between Forest and 
Essex avenues. 

'Burgess Henry A. Frye states 
that at last a call box is expected 
to be installed in front of the 
American Store the first of the 
week. As soon as this is done, 
and the bus schedule is changed, 
the new regulations will be put 
into effect, with an officer on duty 
all the time to see that the rules 
are enforced. 



RUSH OF COAL ORDERS 

Cool weather last week brought 
many belated orders for winter 
fuel to Bala-Cynwyd and Main 
Line coal dealers. 

Plenty of hard coal for the win- 
ter's needs is stored in the retail 
yards of the county, with little 
prospect of shortage or soaring 
prices, it was declared in coal cir- 
cles today. Extraordinary ad- 
vances in prices may be expected 
only in the event of an exclusively 
cold winter that interferes with the 
flow of coal on the railroads from 
the mines and its distribution from 
retail yards.

service is rendered to all residents 
of Narberth and borough, free of 
charge. All that the householder 
is requjred to do is to deposit his 
ashes in metal receptacles and to 
place them outside his cellar once 
each week on the day when the 
collection is to be made along his 
street. It is not necessary to carry 
the ash receptacles out to the curb 
nor to place them conspicuously 
in front of the houses. The bor- 
ough collectors will go to the rear 
of the house to get the receptacles 
and will return them to that point. 

There is a rule with reference to 
ash collections, which old residents 
as well as new should bear in 
mind, and that is, that ashes should 
be kept free from all kinds of rub- 
bish. Bottles, tin cans, broken 
glass and paper rubbish should be 
kept in separate wooden recep- 
tacles. This rule has been quite 
generally disregarded in the past. 

If the borough could be sure 
that it could always obtain clean 
ashes which were free from all 
kinds of rubbish, there would be 
frequent opportunities to sell those 
ashes to people who were seeking 
material for filling. 

It should also be borne in mind 
that beginning next week, garden 
trimmings and refuse will not be 
collected. The collection routes 
by days of the week will be as fol- 
lows:

$3 a year from each family as its 
share in maintaining the company, 
and less than 200 families have 
paid up. 

"We purchased expensive new 
equipment, so as to keep the in- 
surance rates down, and less than 
10 per cent, of the home-owners 
have been willing to co-operate to 
the extent of paying dues amount- 
ing to but a fraction of the actual 
insurance costs our company saves 
them. 

"I wonder what a man would 
think, if we were called to save 
his home at 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing ? After three pieces of highly- 
specialized modern equipment, 
manned by a crew of 34 skilfully 
trained volunteers had put out the 
fire he would realize that he was 
on the forgetful list? Probably a 
check for $100 or so would be 
sent to the company out of grati- 
tude, but there would still be the 
realization that he had failed to 
bear his share of the yearly bur- 
dens necessary to keep us run- 
ning." 

The Narberth Fire Company is 
a volunteer organization, answer- 
able to the borough, which pays 
part of the expense of financing 
the new borough equipment out 
of tax money. It requests, with 
justice, the membership of ever}' 
family, at a nominal fee of $3 per 
year. 

There are scores of families not 
members ; there are many more 
not paid up. To those who have 
read this account, and who are 
not among the 195 good citizens 
paid up, the company has issued 
an urgent appeal that a check for 
$3 be quietly and quickly slipped 
into an envelope addressed to 
"The Narberth Fire Company, 
Narberth, Pa." A membership 
card will be sent,' and the sender 
of the check will be cleared of 
the reproof of accepting service 
without return.

OLD FIRE HOUSE TO 

BECOME GROCERY STORE

Clothier, active in Narberth at 
that time, were at loggerheads 
with the constituted authorities, 
and in the course of many acri- 
monious meetings, stepped hard 
on the pride of their opponents by 
reviling the fire company. 

So, to express their disapproval 
of things as they were, they re- 
solved to found their own com- 
pany, so that Narberth's 10Q or 
so people would be properly pro- 
tected. 

Soon the new building was 
ready, with an impressive bell, and 
runways on which the galloping 
steeds would draw forth the hoses, 
tanks, ladders and hooks. 

But the sight of two competing 
companies racing madly to a 
crackling blaze was not to beguile 
the citizens, for hard days fell 
upon the two builders. Soon 
bankruptcy brought to a close 
their activities, and the fire house 
was sold, together with the re- 
mainder of the block. 

Mrs. Albert C. Clothier, sister- 
in-law of one of the partners, pur- 
chased the block from the present 
station plaza to Narberth avenue, 
with the exception of Howard E. 
Davis' store, which he took title 
to at that time. 

The recently-established cqal 
yard made use of the erstwhile 
lire house as a stable. First, Cald- 
well brothers (John A. and Rob- 
ert W., still residents of the bor- 
ough), then Rosenberger, and 
finally Chester P. Cook kept their 
truck horses in the building. 

Mr. Cook purchased the Clo- 
thier holdings for $13,000 in 1906. 
The property included practically 
an entire block. The growth in 
Narberth values during the past 
20 years has made the land worth 
from 10 to 20 times its price in 
1906. 

Businesses now located on the 
tract include: The Narberth Coal 
Company, "Our Town." Carlo 
Moe*one, AValter Schllpf, Nar- 
berth Plumbing and Heating Com- 
pany, T. A, Kerrigan and Son, B. 
G. Constanrine, a Barber Shop. 
Narberth Electric Shop, J. A. Mil- 
ler, J. R. Cole (removed), A. & P., 
Chris Koch, S. J. Thomas, He- 
wit's. Narberth Variety Store, 
Narberth Fruit Store. 

When Mr. Cook moved his 
horses to another and larger sta- 
ble, a shop for the repair of the 
then youthful and often-pailing 
automobile was established by 



Chapman and Allender. Upstairs 
a Negro barber, by the name of 
Alex Holmes, tended to the ton- 
sorial needs of Main Liners from 
Overbrook to Ardmore. 

When the repair shop passed 
into the realm of forgotten things, 
George Sheldon established the 
Narberth's blacksmith shop. The 
ring of the anvil was heard from 
the old building until 1921, when 
the shop was closed. 

In that year, the occupancy 
passed to J. A. Miller, roofer, and 
James R. Cole, painter. Mr. Mil- 
ler, whose business had been es- 
tablished about two years at that 
time, proceeded to develop a large 
and comprehensive service in the 
new quarters. His business final- 
ly included roofing, sheet metal 
work, gutters and spouting, heat- 
ers and ranges, cornices, skylights, 
refrigerator repairs — aJl handled 
from the growing shop on the sec- 
ond floor. 

With enlarged machinery, more 
complicated work was tackled, 
and during the past few years, 
Narberth has produced many of 
the automatic traffic signal used 
in Lower Merion township and in 
the Sixty-ninth street section. 
These were turned out at the Hav- 
erford avenue shop. 

Painting trucks, extension lad- 
ders and other painting equipment 
used by Mr. Cole filled the old 
fire house, and made it a scene of 
activity. 

But that last phase of the build- 
ing's life has passed, and soon its 
aspect will be changed. Mr. Cole 
moved his office to his home last 
week, and placed the painting 
equipment in a garage in the Nar- 
berth coal yard. Mr. Miller has 
moved to his own two-story build- 
ing, constructed for him at No. 
Ill Forest avenue, by George 
Markle. 

A store front and interior 
changes will soon transform the 
old landmark. The bell has been 
gone for years, having been sold 
to the Colored Baptist Church of 
Ardmore, and an empty tower 
will surmount the store. 

The work is to be done by 
Thomas J. Kerrigan, who has pre- 
pared plans in harmony with the 
business section. A plan to place 
a clock in the old tower has been 
r laid aside due to the expense in- 
volved. 

, Thus another step is to be taken 
( which will soon remove practical- 
ly every trace of the borough as it 
was when founded 31 years ago.
